HOW TO HELP THE 
_ACCIDENT-PRONE CHILD 
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W hat is an accident-prone child? Like such adults, these children 
suffer far more accidents than their share. A normal, growing child 
can perform hazardous feats like climbing trees, ladders, and 

| other challenges to childhood, but an accident-prone child will hurt 

| himself doing things that are not at all dangerous, perhaps 
merely descending a flight of stairs. Recently, David’s mother 
brought him to the doctor's office where he had been a frequent 
patient. The nine-year-old boy, for the third time in one year, 
had suffered a bad fall. This time, in jumping across a wide ditch, 
he had broken his arm; last spring he broke his wrist and the 
winter before he had sprained an ankle while ice skating. David 
was overactive for his physical condition: after an attack of polio 
| two years before, he had been left with a weak left leg. His mother 
| had coddled and babied him, warned him tearfully against the rough- 
| and-tumble, beloved of boys his age. As a result, David felt inferior 
to his playmates and wanted to make up for his feeling by going to 
the other extreme. He told himself: “I can take it,” and yet whenever 
he put too much strain on his left leg, it buckled under him and he 
fell. Another physical defect that causes many accidents is poor eye- 
sight. Children with such a defect fail to judge distances correctly or 


to see obstacles in their paths. Defective hearing can also cause 


accidents when children fail to hear warnings [Continued on page 36]

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How to help the accident-prone child

Since defective 
sight and hearing are promptly 
called to the attention of parents 
through public-school periodic ex- 
aminations, parents can be alert- 
ed to take their children to eye 
doctors or ear specialists for cor- 
rection. A defect that causes acci- 
dents, less emphasized by schools, 
is awkward bodily co-ordination. 
While some children are born to 
be less efficiently co-ordinated 


or auto horns. 


than others, it is all too easy to 
pin the label of “naturally clum- 
sy” on an awkward child, when 
actually he is suffering from some 
physical trouble like a foot defect 
though dis- 
turbed by the boy's frequent falls, 
them with: “Oh, he 
inherits his father’s clumsiness.”

Actually, Johnny walked pigeon- 
toed with his right foot and the 
condition grew more aggravated 
every day. The child 
stumbled over his own feet. When 


literally 


a child starts walking extremely 
pigeon-toed, a prompt visit to the 
doctor is in order. If there is 
nothing wrong with his joints, 
and his feet are to blame, special 
wedges can be inserted in his 
Scientifically 


shoes. prescribed 


and fitted wedges can be pro- 
vided by shoe fitters experienced 
in correcting the foot ailments of 
children. Such wedges prevent 
young feet from turning in and, 
within a few months, toeing-in 
can usually be corrected even 
cured. Other foot defects that 
cause accidents—for example, 
weak ankles, weak arches—can 
also be helped by means of exer- 
cise and specially fitted shoes. 
A few children, though normal 
physically, still fall victims to too 
many accidents. The cause seems 
to be a streak of recklessness 
Children’s natures vary widely 
and it is quite normal for some 
children to seek out potentially 
dangerous play. They are not 
happy unless they are playing on 
ponds or lakes in boats or rafts 
or riding bikes in traffic or out- 
doing their playmates in daring 
feats. These children should be 
taught more carefully than more 
cautious children to develop a 
healthy fear of harmful objects 
should be 


educated earlier and more thor- 


and situations. They 


oughly than other children in real 
dangers they seem incapable of 


recognizing for themselves. Other 


children, like their adult counter- 
parts, who are accident-prone, 
fall victims to inner conflicts. 
There are a few children who 
cannot seem to overcome their 
feelings of dependency and in- 
adequacy. One six-year-old boy, 
an example of an accident-prone 
child, was urged to be “big broth- 
er” to his new baby sister. He 
loved his parents so dearly that 
he wanted to live up to their de- 
mands 


upon him. However, in 


spite of that, he yearned to be 
dependent ana happy in continu- 
ing to have everything done for 
him. He tried to push his desire 
away and did his very best to be 
“big brother,” as his parents re- 
quested. Secretly he was afraid 
that he could not really be “big” 
and do the daring feats that boys 
his age compete in. In the midst 
of some daring exploit, like climb 
ing into the branches of a tree, 
he would suddenly feel a loss of 
confidence that he could accom 
plish the feat.

MUSIC: a hundred years ago and now 


| have often daydreamed about what a thrilling experience it 
would be to bring back to life one of the great composers of the past 
and have him listen to a radio broadcast of one of his own works 
Imagine watching Mozart's face as he rode along a super-highway, 
listening to one of his operas emerge from the car radio. Such an 
event, while it must take place entirely in the mind, nevertheless 
serves to point up some of the basic differences between the musical 
life of today and that of a century ago. Since the difference would 
appear on first thought to be one of technological progress, we 
might be tempted to assume that most of us have become merely 
passive listeners. Gone is the impulse to make music ourselves 
which must have motivated our ancestors in the days when there 
were no mechanical means for bringing music into our homes. We 
might then assume that our musical lives have lost a “priceless in- 
gredient” and that our present musical habits are but a dim reflec- 
tion of what they were a century ago when the family made music 
at home. However, before we lose ourselves in sentimentality, sup- 
pose we examine the actual facts. Let us compare the musical habits 
in the homes of our own day with those of a hundred years ago, re- 
membering that my concern here is not with the music profession 


and its situation, but rather with music as you and I enjoy it. 


The music heard in the home of 1856 was the result of actual first- 
hand activity on the part of the family. How could it have been 
otherwise? There was no means by which a note of music could be 
heard except through the active participation of family members or 
their friends. Now, let us set our imaginations working once again. 
Imagine that it might have been possible to make a tape recording 
of what went on in the living room of a century ago, during such a 
music-making session. | wonder how many of us would continue to 
listen for more than, perhaps, a few minutes. Surely, music was be- 
ing made in the home, but does the quality of music count for noth- 
ing? If we consider the quality of the music being played and sung, 
we must inquire into the forces that shaped musical tastes at the 
time. With concerts being rare occurrences, where else could mu- 
sical tastes have been shaped but in the church and the school?

bane of most mothers. “Another hour indoors 
and I'll go crazy,” is a common five-

The night 
before Christmas, throw out all broken toys; pack away only those 
which can be utilized later. Let your children have the exhilaration 


of playing with their new Christmas toys until the charm wears off.

The prospective home-buyer is sometimes disturbed by 
the possibility that a factory-engineered house, however 
well-built and well-designed, may imply a loss of his in- 
dividuality as a homeowner. Actually, he need have no 
qualms. The building industry has gone all out to prove 
that plant-assembly is a deterrent to neither individuality 
nor quality, particularly when it is given the advantage 
of what is known as assembly-control. This means, quite 
simply, that the component parts of a house are manufac- 
tured—almost in their entirety—in a factory and then 
moved to a site en masse and assembled. Although such a 
home can be storm-enclosed in one to three days, it is 
evolved—from first step to last—under planned control 
and rigid inspection: from its blueprint days on, it is 
dedicated to a triple goal of strength, quality and econ- 
omy. The house at the left, by American Houses—built 
in Princeton, New Jersey—is an example of this par-

4 quandary which faces many young families who are decorating a 
home is the matter of style. If they have decided they prefer a tra 
ditional flavor, how do they go about creating it? If a contemporary 
scheme is their choice, the question still holds. For our May Room of 
the Month, Gimbel’s department store in New York has arranged 
two rooms to help young homemakers with the problem. Using the 
same architectural background and the same placement of furniture 
each shows how, by variations in some of the ingredients, two en 
tirely different flavors can be created. One room is subdued in 
mood, with clean contemporary lines and a monochromatic scheme 
adding a feeling of spaciousness, A brilliant color contrast gives 
the other room the warmth associated with traditional décor. Prov 
ing that style can be suggested rather than meticulously interpreted 


is the fact that the upholstered furniture is the same in both rooms 


A correlated group of furniture and acces- 
sories sets the stage, fixes the character of 
the two rooms, each of which is striking in its 
own way, on its own terms. Pointing up the 
adaptability of much of today’s upholstered 
furniture, the same sofa and armchairs were 
used, and find themselves equally at ease, in 
beth rooms. Printed fabrics and rugs were 
chosen for their economy, practicality: they 
are cotton and washable, the gold rug in a dis- 
tinctive chain design. The open hearth adds 
its timeless pleasures: in the contemporary 
room (above), the steel Kosmak fireplace—a 
good-design award-winner—is insulated to 
protect wall. A Franklin stove (below) lends 
its own brand of charm to provincial room

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GMiiouer building restrictions (for all the fact that they can 
drive architects mad) are undoubtedly devised to do a town 
a good turn, it is a pleasant surprise to find an instance where, 
jronically, perhaps, they inspired inventiveness of design. The 
zone in which the Muchows live prohibits two-story houses, roofs 
that rise beyond a certain height, and fenc ing on streetside 
elevations Quite undismayed, Mr. Muc how (who wanted some 
sort ol second story ) designed a house whose roof virtually en 
closes the entire structure, soars to just within the permitted 
height, and holds in its open “attic” a suspended, balconylike 
proyection from the rear wall Since it 1s open on three sides, the 
balcony is not considered a true second story and was given the 
local authorities’ blessing. In this manner, all enclosed space is 
living space, and there is approximately 2,110 square feet of it 

an impressive amount of mileage for cubic content. Each visible, 
structural member, moreover, makes a unique contribution to 
the interior’s intricate pattern and texture, and on the exterior, 
beams and louvered lattices extend from the deep overhangs to 
the ground—a contemporary version of the medieval flying but- 
tress, but with the same sweep and air of solidity. Thus, function- 
al architecture can be exploited to create a home that, outside, 
epitomizes the meaning of the word shelter, and yet, indoors, has 


all the lightness, openness and freedom of a mountaineer’s aerie.

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House remodeled by a designer is 


a case study in storage solutions 


It proves that the sum total of overlooked 


areas can add up to a reservoir of space 


n certain respects, planning storage space in the home is like packing 

a suitcase. The haphazard luggage packer throws everything in 

helter-skelter and is amazed to find that small items have taken all 
the room, leaving no space for bulky but important paraphernalia. 
The clever packer works in reverse: he adds his bulky items first, 
then (and this is where ingenuity comes into play) uses ordinarily 
overlooked nooks and crannies for stashing away small accouterment. In 
the home, the hundreds of small items necessary for comfortable living 
today can literally take over the whole house, unless the homemaker fer 
rets out idle space, organizes it and puts it to work. Remodeling pre- 
sents a superb opportunity to accomplish just this by skillful advance 
planning. A case in point is the New York house shown on these pages 
When designer Sanford Jacobs first saw it—a quite dilapidated pre- 
Civil War structure—the house displayed a glum exterior, an even 
more unpromising interior. He bought the house with the idea of remod- 
eling the first floor into an office-studio, the two floors above into 
living quarters. Since interior space added up to a mere eighteen feet 
square, with entry and stair wells cutting down usable floor areas, he 
was determined to exploit every last bit of it. This he did in a num- 
ber of imaginative ways, all of them with space-conditioning ideas that 
anyone might adapt to a small home. All storage is built in and, because 
it is such a small home (the living room and bedroom each now measure 
roughly 11’ x 18’), he used a few pieces of small-scale furniture in each. 
Concentrating on the play of textures for variety, he avoided distract- 
ing detail and the vigorous patterns more at ease in a larger house. 
Light-conditioning, planned in the early stages of remodeling, worked to 
space-creating advantage, while color, used subtly, also helped belie 
reality: most walls are either off-white or natural, with accents in 


plants, paintings and accessories providing the right note of contrast. 


One of many storage units built into walls, this 
one in the living-dining room is adjacent to 
brick fireplace and used for storage of china and 
glassware. Like all wall surfaces in this room 
it is painted white, has sliding-door panels of 
small-patterned chicken wire backed with sheer 
fabric to add an unexpected note of design interest 


Antique furniture (opposite)—a miniature Queen 
Anne chair, a child’s brass bed given new life 
as a sofa, a small table—is formal, deliberately 
small in scale, with an ability to suggest a spa- 
ciousness altogether contemporary.

The ground-floor office (left), with its com 
bination of exposed shelving and storage con 
cealed behind doors, has more the warmth of a 
study than a workroom—a tribute to the use of 
yellow stain over oak shelving and doors to 
create a sunny driftwood quality.

To provide 
maximum use of the area, windows were hung with simple matchstick blinds so 
that even the window reveal became an active participant in the storage scheme 
All stainless steel and white laminated plastic, the kitchen (above) is a gem 
of compact utility. Food storage is concentrated, behind sliding, frosted-glass 
panels, in cabinets running along two walls; underneath, shallow shelving pro- 
vides adequate space for storage of utensils, glassware, spices and a blender 
Behind the electric cook top, a removable panel of glass acts as a back-splash to 
protect window shade. Proof that no usable space was ignored in the kitchen 
plan is the space above clock (right, top); only one inch deep, it can still 
be used to store trays, mats, other flat accessories. Other notable features 
(top to bottom): a metal waste container attached to base cabinet door (the lid 
pops up when door is opened); a rotisserie-broiler that comes out of hiding on 
its own sliding shelf; an ample storage drawer below and a sliding rack for

Storage space for books and records was created and radiators concealed by building a 
long shelf with cane doors under the windows of the long wall.

Remodeling nets storage space 


Sometimes the search for a suitable apartment seems to assume the proportions (and 
duration) of Diogenes’ fruitless quest. Unlike the ancient Greek who had only a lantern 
and no time limit, apartment seekers have their household effects to carry about and 
are usually pressed for time. Eventually something has to give and concessions have to 
be made. One New York City couple, after months of looking for their ideal, settled for 
a small apartment with a large living room and a bedroom just big enough to hold a 
double bed. The apartment seemed to answer most of their specifications—convenient 
location, reasonable rent, good size, and, for what it is worth, a glamorous past (it was 
part of a town house that once belonged to Lillian Russell). Its one flaw was that it had 
practically no storage or kitchen space (the former consisted of two shallow closets, the 
latter a hot plate and sink). Conceding this fault and signing a lease, they started plan- 

how they could rectify the situation with a minimum of construction. They solved 
their problem through ingenious placement of storage units (quite a few will go with 
them when they move), and by creating a workable kitchen which they boldly incorpor- 
ated with the living area. The search for a home is successfully concluded, the young 


couple having literally produced their storage and cooking space out of thin air. 








Even though the space allotted for the kitch. 
en was small (an alcove with two shallow 
closets), the couple were able to create a 
workable feod center with enough pandering 
to their personal tastes to offset its limita- 
tions. The husband wanted a wine cellar and 
he has it—a miniature one, to be sure, locat- 
ed in space created by placing a short 

net between two tall ones (three American- 
Standard wall cabinets were inverted for 
easy opening and mounted for use as base 
cabinets). The wife, who enjoys herb cook- 
ery, insisted on a complete herb shelf: one 
of the adjustable shelves on the rear wall 
holds an Easylux grocery cabinet.

A, interesting commentary on our great institution—the Americail 
kitchen—is that many an otherwise resourceful housewife approaches if 
with something less than enthusiasm, because the task of keeping it tidy .

A place for everything and everything in its place is an 


ideal that sometimes seems hard to realize in the kitchen 
—— of a growing family. Storage needs vary as one stage of 
living is left and another entered, and a cabinet which 

might have been perfect for storing baby food, for example, may not at a later 
date be exactly right for freezer supplies or housewares. Some manufacturers, 
recognizing the problem. have designed kitchen cabinets specifically for this 
kind of adaptability—-with changeable shelves and drawers. Here we have taken

COOKING WITHOUT GAS 


If you're an old hand at the game, skip this. If not, here, as tersely 
as possible, are a few cardinal rules for outdoor cookery without 
tears or mishap. 

* Whatever fuel you use—charcoal (lumps or briquettes) or wood, 
(preferably oak, maple or hickory—pine is O.K. if it’s dry), allow 
a good hour for the coals to form. When the wood or charcoal is 
gray in color and gives off a ruddy glow start cooking, but not 
until then. This is an important rule to follow. 

‘Keep a well-built-up bed of coals near the front or at one end of 
the grill for cooking meats, and use the remaining portion of the 
grill for warming food, making sauces and cooking vegetables 
A shallow bed of coals is adequate for chops and hamburger; a 
deep bed is necessary for roasts and thick steaks. 

*Should the fire need freshening during cooking, place new fuel 
around the edges and push the entire bed of coals toward the 
center. Never add new fuel to the center of the fire. 

* After meat has cooked for a while, drops of fat will fall into the 
fire, make it flare up and set the meat afire. These flames can be 
doused with a whisk broom dipped in water, or a clothes sprinkler. 
Keep one or the other handy, as well as a bucket of water or sand, 
should the fire get out of control. Baking soda will act as a fire 
etinguisher. as will a couple of cans of beer. Simply shake, open 
and aim at the fire. 

* As for the grill, a permanent outdoor fireplace is all right, but a 
brazier, grill. electric broiler or rotisserie will do the same job and 


have the great advantage of portability.

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WHEN IS A LIE? 


By L. B. CRISSMANN 


When is a lie a lie, and when is it a spontaneous, exciting adventure 
for your child? Our subject is so endless that we'll try to limit it to 
two basic considerations: first, the importance of imagination in the 
happiness and mental development of the child; second, how we can 
best help the child, through his own experiences to understand the 
difference between his play or make-believe worlds and the really 
truly world which requires accuracy and honesty. The child’s accept 
ance of adult standards of truthfulness varies considerably during 
the different periods of his growth. It would be unreasonable to de- 
mand perfection, but it is wise for parents and teachers to understand 
that each step of the way is of ultimate importance to the child 

Imagination is an inherent quality and a natural mental function 
in the lives of all of us. It can be used constructively or destructively 
It can be developed in many directions and with any degree of inten 
tion that fits into the patte rn of te mperament and environment Some 
times it is spread out dangerously for want of direction; sometimes 
it is restrained to the point of uselessness. Without the phenomenon 
of imagination the child could not visualize the promise of a plane 
ride or the taste of an orange. He would not desire to go to school or 
attempt to draw his first little picture. Imagination is only a part of 
intellectual behavior: with it we can visualize tangible things and 
conditions instantaneously. It can operate through any of the five 
senses thal activate our thinking processes 

It is easy for the child to lie because it is easy for him to imagine 
If it is a lie that affects character thinking, we try to correct it; if 
it is quite harmless or even silly, let us not make a big issue of it. 
Above all, let us pledge not to argue with the child from our vantage 
point of experience. No problem has been solved if the child is left 
frustrated or disillusioned. School activity programs are proving 
their worth by adding drama and enjoyment to learning. These pro- 
grams also reveal the importance of directing imagination into crea- 


tive channels at the earliest age possible. {Continued on page 182]

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When is a lie? 


A prodigious memory cannot be 
brought to account unless it is 
synchronized with other mental 
and moral processes. All the talent 
in the world cannot create any- 
thing worth-while without a wise 
directing force to give it form and 
purpose. Imagination, being the 
flexible and unpredictable thing 
that it is, cannot be brought under 
control unless the rest of the men- 
tal system is also under control. 

Let us examine a few situations. 
It is not uncommon for children to 
imagine playmates or events that 
fit their personal needs. Junior 
imagines he has a dog named Skip. 
He is happy with the dog's com- 
panionship and caring for it. In so 
doing, Junior is solving some little 
problem of lonesomeness or mis- 
understanding. This is really his 
affair then, and we will not con- 
cern ourselves too deeply about 
it, nor will we contradict the dog's 
existence. We will not worry un- 
less he starts being abusive to his 
make-believe dog, revealing a dif- 
ferent kind of problem; a ruthless 
tendency instead of just an active 
imagination.

If Sammy deliberately pushes 
his sister out of the swing, it is a 
matter for correction. Children lie 
most often as a follow-up of some 
wrongdoing, and although Sammy 
proceeds to lie about it, the em- 
phasis should still be on his hav- 
ing hurt his little sister, or for 
being rude. While we do not com- 





pletely ignore the lie, we do treat 
it casually, and Sammy will grad- 
ually learn that such denials really 
gain him nothing. 

Corrective measures are far re- 
moved from punishment, since the 
basic importance of authority, edu- 
cationalwise, is in the elucidation 
of a law, whether natural or man- 
made, rather than merely to deal 
out punishment for acting against 
that law. Imaginations that collide 
with the rights and freedoms of 
others, should be redirected. We 
might devise a set of “traffic rules” 
to assure fair dealing when trying 
to solve problems that involve the 
privileges of others. I am reminded 
of an incident that will serve to 
illustrate this point. When young 
Sally ran home one day with a 
wild tale of being chased out of 


neighbor Mrs. Fisher's yard with 
“a big black broom with fire in it,” 
her mother pointed to Sally's dirty 
hands and said quietly, “Now, 
Sally, this isn’t some sort of game; 
it’s a really-truly problem and I 
want to hear your story the right 
way so that you and I and Mrs. 
Fisher can go on being friends. I 
happened to see you playing over 
there and you were pulling on her 
clean sheets as you ran between 
them. And I also heard her tell 
you not to play there any more 
when she has laundry on the line. 
It was a rather bad way you acted 
and a very wrong story you told 
me. Supposing I had believed 
you? Then I would have been 
angry with Mrs. Fisher because 
At first re- 
luctant, little Sally became more 


you had lied to me.” 


penitent under her mother’s gentle 
but firm reasoning, finally agreed 
that the best way to make amends 
was to go over to Mrs. Fisher and 
apologize alone—a decision that 
her mother by indirection helped 
her make. 

Building thoughtfulness and co- 
operation in a child is not accom- 
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plished suddenly. It is the child’y 
own mental and emotional undep 
standing and reactions that actua} 
ly pave the way for self-evaluation 

A salient point in directing child 
behavior is in taking care of one 
problem at a time, and as prompt 
ly as possible. A parent or teacher 
can help to establish daily habit, 
but it is the child’s own will and 
conscience that must accept and 
continue it. The normal cilj 
wents others to be happy, so we 
can guide his thinking as well » 
actions to this end. When imaging 
tions run riot, we try to look ints 
the child-mind to see if it is 
cover up @ greater wrong. Imag} 
nation that lends enchantment te 
the child’s restless, growing world 
should not be confused with imag. 
ination that stems instinctively 
from the refusal to face reality o 
responsibility. The older the child, 
the greater is his ability to de 
criminate between fact and fietion,

Before we accuse the child of 
intent to deceive, let us consider 
this element of imagination. We 
may find his story was prompted 
by the desire to amuse or attract 
attention. There is great satisfac 
tion in living in a make-believe 
land, free from rules and tradi 
tions the child is not old enough 
to understand. Imagination can be 
brought into play without distort 
ing the truth. The wonders of cre 
ation and natural life can be made 
dramatic. With a touch of imagi 
native appeal, children are now 
absorbing more information about 
the natural sciences than the pre 
vious generation learned in an en 
tire lifetime. Material that is mor 
bid or criminal in content must 
surely give way under the pressure 
of knowledge. It is not imagina 
tion that we would destroy; only

Some 
children love books, and at a 
tender age take excellent care of 
them; others rip and scribble in 
their books as if they were as 
ephemeral as loose-leaf note- 
books. The best solution is to 
keep books on a special shelf 
until the child can be trusted 
not to destroy them wantonly. 

Orderly storage of toys: Toys 
need not be neatly lined up on 
the shelves from morn until 
night; that would be as overly 
fastidious as an impeccable 
household. However, your child 
shouldn't have to open his eyes 
each morning to a shamble of 
toys. It’s discouraging to have to 
start a new day by plodding 
through yesterday's mess. 

By the age of three, a young- 
ster is quite capable of putting 
away his toys each night, in some 
semblance of order, in a place 
especially reserved for that pur- 
pose: shelves, boxes, a small 
table or merely a corner of his 
bedroom floor. Let him do all the 
picking up—his back bends clos- 
er to the floor than yours. 

Help your child to play 
alone: The time to start this is 
when he is still in the crib. Many 
mothers, hungry for companion- 
ship, monopolize baby’s waking 
hours, yet even a baby has a 
right to a life of his own—even 
if it’s just investigating his toe— 
without mother’s constant intru-

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COMMUNITY SOLVES 
BABY-SITTING PROBLEM

Do you tire of shelling out fifty cents to a dollar an hour for a baby 
sitter every time you spend an evening out? Or, conversely, do you 
forego an evening’s entertainment because of the extra expense of a 
baby sitter? We used to, but not any more, because we have devel- 
oped a community baby-sitting “pool” that works. We save not only 
baby-sitter expense, but the time and trouble of picking her up, and 
that long drive home in the wee hours of the morning. Our sitters are 
teliable, adult friends who have children of their own, so we can also 
be completely worry-free. There are twenty “member” families, and 
we all live within a radius of several blocks in a suburban develop- 
ment three miles from town—a factor that makes the pool eminently 
practicable. (The system, however, can work in almost any com- 
munity. If you live in town, you can probably find enough interested 
families with young children right on your own street.) Many of us 
work for the same company, yet we are not all necessarily close 
friends socially. If we were, we might find it hard to get a sitter on 
those occasions when a big party is planned. So when you establish 
your pool, don’t be afraid to invite some friends or neighbors whom 
you don’t see very often, or even at all. 

Here’s how we got started. Two years ago, we sent out notices to 
everyone we thought might be interested, asking them to come to a 
meeting and talk the idea over. After considerable discussion, we 
worked out a plan and set up the rules. It has been modified only 
lightly in the last two years, which shows how practical it is. 

The wife in one of the member families acts as a secretary for a 
period of two weeks. In a loose-leaf binder she keeps an accounting

behind, along with the name, ad- 
dress and phone number of each 
member. Whenever we want a sit- 
ter, we simply call the secretary. 
She then telephones pool members 
and finds someone for us who 
shows up at the appointed hour. 
She selects the member family 
with the most number of hours 
against them, and calls them first. 
If they can’t make it, she then 
the next highest family “in 
the hole.” Either husband or wife 
is completely acceptable. Some- 
times it becomes a coveted job, as 
in cases where the sitter has no 
TV set, the family wanting a sit- 
ter does, and there is an especial- 
ly good program scheduled. For, 
to tell the truth, baby-sitting can 
be a relaxing change from the re- 
sponsibilities of one’s own home— 
a sort of junior-size vacation. 
After the sitting engagement is 
over, we find it most practical for 
the sitter to call the secretary and 
report the number of hours spent. 
The secretary then credits the sit- 


ter's account and debits the “sit- 
tee” for the same number of hours. 
Running totals are kept so that 
there is always an up-to-date rec- 
ord of the “balance” of any family. 
After midnight, time counts dou- 
ble, as is only fair. 

An important principle of our 
system is that time is paid back to 
the pool in all cases and not to the 
individual who did the sitting. For 
example: If Smith sits three hours 
for Jones, Jones then owes three 
hours to the pool, and does not 
make up the time by sitting for 
Smith.

children their good-night story, it 
being a function best performed 
by the child’s own parent. Usually 
the children are all washed and 
dried, and tucked in bed, by the 
time the sitter arrives. 

As in most friendly, informal 
arrangements of this nature, the 
rules are not absolutely hard 
and fast; we temper them with 
good judgment and understand- 
ing. They are offered only as 
guideposts of experience gained 
over two successful years of opera- 
tion, and one reason why our pool 
is successful is the fact that we 
have abided by these agreements 
fairly closely. For that reason it is 
a good idea to distribute a set of 
rules (modeled, perhaps, after 
ours) to all member families, 
which serves to make them official, 
and available as an occasional re- 
minder. Actually, we operate in 
the friendliest of atmospheres, and 
try to be understanding when some 
rule has to be varied. This helps 
to make the pool an enjoyable 
means to an end. 

We have set some time limits, 
too. Families are expected to keep 
from getting more than ten hours 
behind or ten hours ahead. Of 
course, here again a little leniency 
is permitted. Sometimes commu- 
nity events occupy all families in 
the pool, and we call in our regu- 
lar paid sitters. 

Here are a few suggestions for 
keeping the secretary's accounting 
book up to date: 

1, Always be sure to make a minus 
and plus entry immediately upon 
receiving the information by 
phone, so that your books remain 
balanced at all times. 

2. Try to obtain a sitter as far in 
advance as possible to avoid any 
last-minute calling. 

3. Sitters from the pool are given 
the usual information, such as 
number of rings to listen for, how 
long the parents will be out, where 
they are going and the telephone 
number, and most important, how 
many children are being left be- 
hind and where they are sleeping.

Q. We are in our new house and 

have plenty of complaints, but 
the main one is that the living-room 
floor has too much bounce to it 
As a matter of fact, when a heavy 
person walks across the floor, all 
the ornaments on the tables shake 
On examining the floor beams in 
the basement ceiling I noticed 
that there are very light stamped 
metal crosspieces between the 
beams. Is there any way we can 
stiffen the floor without inc urring 
very great expense? W.K 
\, Probably the beams are over- 

loaded, and the resulting de 
flection has caused the cross 
bridging to work loose, thus creat- 
ing the springy floor. In this case, 
you would need an additional gir- 
der under the floor joists. You can 
probably do this job yourself by 
setting two piers of concrete blocks 
against opposite walls, plus a cen- 
ter post, and installing a double 
2x10 girder on top of these. This 
must be arranged so that the new 
girder is forced up against the 
lower edge of the joists 


QO. We recently bought a large 
9 clothes dryer or hanger which 
has 4 plate to be attached to the 
wall with 2”-long screws. I have 
tried to put it up, but have already 
broken the plaster in four places 
without being able to secure it 
I cannot go on ruining the wall, so 
I would like to know how I can 
secure it properly C.D 


A. The best thing for you to do 

at this stage is to nail up a 
strip of 1x6” finished wood and 
be sure to spike it into the wall at 
the points where the nails will go 
into the studs behind the plaster 


After this is up, you will be able 
to fasten the dryer plate properly 
to it 
the wall and will not be unsightly 


It can be painted to match 


Q. Four or five months ago, we 
signed a contract for a house 
in a new development, selecting 
the one we wanted from a set of 
plans. The house is practically 
finished but in no way is it in ac- 
cordance with the plans that were 
shown to us. The builder says that 
all the deviations from the plan 
are approved by the government 
agency and we have to take the 
house as it is. Would you have any 
information on this subject? M.D 
A. This is news to me. There 
should be a set of the plans 
you selected attached to your con- 
tract and the house should be built 
in accordance with them. It is my 
opinion that you do not have to 
accept the house and that any 
money you put down should be re- 
funded to you. There is probably 
a bank or mortgage company in- 
volved in your deal and I suggest 
they be consulted immediately. 


QO. Will you please give me the 
* formula for preventing the 
rusting of tools kept in a base- 
ment? There does not seem to be 
much dampness, but the tools turn 
clean

to wipe them off with kerosene and 
dry them. Then coat them with any 
light lubricating oil. Apply vase- 
line to the threads of such tools 
as monkey or Stillson wrenches.
